To His Excellency George William Frederick, Earl of Clarendon, KG., 
Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 



May it please your Excellency, 

In the discharge of our official duty, as Inspectors of Lunatics, 
we have the honor to submit to your Excellency the following report on the in- 
stitutions committed to our charge, as well as the general statistics of insanity 
in this kingdom, and at the same time respectfully to offer some suggestions 
connected with the subject, which may not be deemed unworthy of your 
Lordship’s consideration. 

Our last Report was presented to parliament towards the close of the then 
session of 1849, since which period the department over which we have the honor 
to be placed has engaged from us an unceasing attention, of which we trust 
the result will he found satisfactory ; for, whilst structural alterations and improve- 
ments to a considerable extent have been effected in various district asylums, 
and additional land for farm and gardening operations attached to others, in no 
instance have means tending to sanitary improvements and the general welfare 
of these establishments been neglected by us. . 

As vet no actual increase of accommodation for the insane poor is available 
from the new asylums ordered by your Excellency in council, which, though 
for the most part erected, in consequence of the extreme humidity of the 
climate, are not sufficiently seasoned to be habitable ; but towards the close of 
the vear, we fully anticipate, that the Commissioners of Pubhc Works will have finally 
completed, and* transferred to our supervision, the Cork. Ki lk enny, Omagh, and 
Killamey institutions, adapted to contain 1,100 patients and that those at Sligo 
and Mullingar will be in a condition soon after to receive 520 inmates. 

Independent of the provision for Pauper Lunatics to be obtained by the 
asvlums just named, the Richmond or Metropolitan Institution has undergone 
an enlargement within the last twelve months for the reception of 140 patients, 
with the addition of a spacious kitchen, laundry, and range of out offices, 
at the same time that thirty acres adjoining the former grounds have been 
purchased, on which a new hospital, furnished with 160 beds, and especially 
appropriated to the treatment of mental disease in its early stages, is about to be 
erected. The question of totally abandoning the Richmond Asylum, from its 
locality and unsuitable construction as a curative hospital for lunacy, was a sub- 
ject of numerous reports and communications between the Board of Works and 
our office • your Excellency, however, on a mature consideration of the great differ- 
ence of outlay— over £30,000— between budding anew asylum altogether for 600 
inmates, or simplv what might be called an auxiliary establishment, for the recep-

tion of acute cases as above observed, decided on the present modified arrange- 
ment, directing, however, at our suggestion, that every improvement of which the 
old asylum was capable should be carried out, so as to render the sitting rooms 
more cheerful and airy, and the corridors, by the removal of unnecessary parti- 
tions more open, and thus more adapted for walking exercise in wet weather. 
An infir mary and chapel now nearly finished, but common to both, will stand 
detached between the two buildings. 

Ballinasloe. The district asylum at Bailinasloe, for the province of Connaught, has been 

materially increased by the extension of two wings for ninety 7 additional patients, 
with commodious day rooms and work shops, as also by the erection of an 
infirmary, kitchen, wash-house, and out offices. The farm, increased by a late 
purchase of twenty, now contains fifty statute acres ; whilst the airing yards, in 
consequence of the removal of gloomy enclosures which had before materially 
interfered with light and ventilation, are rendered more open and ventilated. 
This, with the asylum at Sligo for 250 patients when finished, is calculated 
to meet the existing necessities of Connaught, with regard to its destitute 
insane. 

Belfast. The Belfast institution is at present not only amply supplied with land 

for farming purposes, but secure from the too close approach of factories 
or private dwe llin gs, by the possession and enclosure last year of certain 
fields containing fourteen acres, which lay between it and the town. In 
consequence of the want of indoor accommodation, and the necessity of 
several changes that had become absolutely requisite in the existing build- 
ings, from the urgent calls on it of a district daily advancing in population 
and importance, we submitted our opinion and advice to your Excellency, 
who, in council, ordered its enlargement for 120 beds, with suitable day rooms, 
workshops, Ac. Ac., and a chapel in common for the use of the different 
creeds. As the necessary plans have been already prepared by the architect 
to the Board of Works, and are now finally approved of, no delay, it is to be 
hoped, will take place in their prompt execution. 

Clonmel. Considerable ameliorations have been further effected since our last Report, 

in the Clonmel district asylum, for the east and west riding of Tipperary, by 
the addition of an infirmary, bath room, lavatories, Ac., Ac. The resident 
physician and superintendent, Dr. Flynn, is desirous of an extension of land, 
finding that the present quantity is not sufficient to afford occupation to the in- 
mates, who belong altogether to the agricultural community. We ourselves 
being long of this opinion, have recommended to the governors the utility and 
economy of Dr. Flynn’s proposition, and arrangements are being made with a 
view of carrying it into immediate effect. 

Limerick. The Limerick asylum is now surrounded by a well-enclosed farm of thirty-six 

acres which afford a full opportunity for remunerative out-door employment. 
The acquisition of the ground not only at its western or city side and contiguous 
to die gaol, but of that adjoining the rail-road, protects the institution, as at 
Belfast, from being interfered with by private buildings. The house itself is 
over crowded, but on the transference from it of die Kerry patients to the new 
asylum at Killamey, there will be full accommodation for the lunatics of the 
remaining district comprised in the counties of Limerick and Clare. 

Other Asylums. With regard to die other district asylums — viz., diose situate at Carlow, 
Armagh. Londonderry, Cork, Maryboro’ and Waterford, as well as the temporary 
establishments in Dublin and Kilkenny, beyond alterations from time to time, 
for objects of comfort and convenience, we have not to record any particular 
change, or structural enlargement, that required a direct interference on the 
part of your Excellency. 

General Manage- We have reason to express satisfaction at the general arrangements and do- 

meut mestic economy of these Institutions. Constant in our visitations of them, we 

invariably observe the utmost kindness of manner and considerate attention on 
the part of the physicians and superior officers to the various inmates, while 
the attachment of the lunatics themselves to their immediate attendants, affords 
a satisfactory proof that the latter fulfil their dudes with hu m anity, good temper, 
and forbearance — moral powers, for which mechanical coercion will be ever 
found from experience both a harsh and inefficient substitute. This social con- 
dition of our public asylums, coupled with the attention bestowed on them by the 
governors, who are appointed for the most part from amongst the principal 
proprietors in the respective districts, for fiscal and general purposes, cannot 
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fail to place them ultimately on a rank with the first establishments of the kind 
in any country. . 

On an analysis from returns collected by us, of all the individuals in, Statistic of 
Ireland who labour under mental aberration, in its endless diversity of aspect insanity, 
and variety of symptoms, from simple imbecility to the lowest grade of con- 
genital idiotcy on the one hand, and from moral insanity with its comparative 
clearness of intellect, to raving madness on the other, they may be thus enu- 
merated : —

making a proximate total of 15,000 human beings, affected to a greater 
or less degree with a disease the most serious to which mankind is liable ; 
not alone from the melancholy nature of the malady itself, its hereditary 
character, and facile transmission, hut from the danger to which society is ex- 
posed from its too frequent excitement to deeds of fatal violence. It becomes, 
therefore, a subject of deep importance to provide against an evil of such pro- 
gressive tendency. Fully a third of the cases of insanity we meet with are 
direc tly connected with a family predisposition to the disease, and it not un- 
frequently occurs to us to discover six or seven relatives, in close consanguinity, 
affected by it at the same time. „ 

The annexed table gives a general resume of No. 0, or of the unaccom- Returns Mm_ 
modated insane; for the valuable information it contains, we are indebted Electoral Dm- 
to the kindness of the Commissioners of Poor Laws, who at our request dn*ected 
the relieving officers of every electoral division in the kingdom to make an ac- 
curate return, under certain specified headings, of the individuals in question 
resident in their respective districts. From the returns thus obtained and 
amounting to over two thousand duly signed and authenticated, we arrive at 
the following result : —

St a Hflm s'ofoffiffioulty with regard to future arrangements depended on the re- 
moval tom asylums of cases when they became chrome, and on them subse- 
quent disposals might be easily dealt with ; but independent of incurables who 
crowd our 1 district institutions, and the lunatics committed to gaols, there is a 
mass of insanity, in all varieties of form, to be found m poor houses as well w 
amongst the “unprovided for abroad," consisting principally of idiots, imbeciles, 
plenties and individuals bordering on fatuity, for the vast proportion of 
whom the cost of building and maintaining regularly contracted asylums, 

such as we have at present, would be an utter waste of expenditure. At the 

Sme time we are fully satisfied that at no distant period accommodation must 
lie oreoared for the unhappy classes just referred to.

^Thepooiffiouse^ffito^^lier contain 2,393 insane of every degree and demomina- Number of»s»e 
tion, each house averaging about twenty inmates; but separ^ety compared the 
greatest difference exists, the largest number, 141, being contmed m the South 
Dublin Union. We are by no means prepared to say that all these idiotic, epilep- 
tic, and lunatic cases, as they happen to be, are fit subjects for removal ; on 
the contrarv. verv many of the harmless imbeciles and epileptics are usefully 
employed and the latter generally, unless the -fits are severe, or of frequent 
occurrence, mav therefore be considered as favorably located The same ob- 
serration refers’ to similar classes in the other different poor houses through- 
out the kingdom.

The preceding table shows an increase of 73 cures oyer the two corresponding 
years of our last report, and a diminution of 140 deaths, the admissions being 
respectively within the same periods 1,861 and 1,789. 

We regret that amongst the deaths we should be obliged to specify one from 
suicide — the only instance that occurred in a public asylum in this country for 
many years. On an investigation into the particulars of the accident, as it 
appeared that the attendant had been culpable, by neglecting tQ remove a ladder, 
from which the patient suspended herself during the night, she was imme- 
diately discharged. Although cholera was very prevalent and fatal throughout 
the kingdom during the summer and autumn of ’49 ; with the exception of 
twenty-four deaths at the Limerick asylum, in the course of a week, and two cases 
elsewhere, we have to record no mortality from that disease. Its appearance was 
equally sudden and inexplicable at Limerick, attacking six-and-twenty patients 
within a few hours — the corridors in which it broke out, and to which it was 
principally confined, being as well-ventilated and orderly as any in the establish- 
ment, and the victims themselves of various ages, previously in good health. 
We received reports at the time from the Carlow and other asylums, that some 
of the inmates had been affected with the usual premonitory symptoms; but 
by an immediate alteration of dietary, so as to increase their physical com- 
forts, no ill consequences resulted. 

The employment of the patients continues to be efficiently provided for, 
causing not alone a very beneficial effect on their mental and bodily health, but 
affording a profitable return to the funds of the asylums, which in the course of 
two years amounted to J2,860. 

It will be satisfactory to your Excellency to be informed that the regular 
attendance of Chaplains produces a salutary influence on the insane. No doubt 
the introduction of devotional subjects, where a pre-disposition to excitement on 
such topics is observable, would be ill-timed and erroneous, but in all other 
cases we are of opinion religious conversation and observances tend both to 
control and soothe. As remarked in our last report, there existed some difficul- 
ties* with regard to the appointment of Chaplains to two northern asylums, from 
the variety of persuasions in them, we trust, however, they are now surmounted, 
and that the majority of the creeds will have their respective clergy to attend 
them. 



Appointment of The principle established by your Excellency, as on the three last occasions 
Physicians as re- when vacancies occurred, of appointing Medical Practitioners of education and 
sklent managers, standing to the office of Resident Superintendents in district asylums, is highly 
conducive to the object for which these institutions were established; as by it 
the patients have the advantage of two Physicians deliberating together on each 
doubtful or important case. The various forms of insanity being under medical 
observation, safer conclusions may be arrived at as to the best mode of treat- 
ment, which will be carried out in a fuller manner than could possibly be ex-

pected from a non-professional manager. Still we are far from undervaluing the 
zeal, attention, and efficiency of the present superintendents, who, thoug 
from a long and practical experience fully conversant with the moral and 
general management of the insane, cannot compete in scientific treatment 
with educated Physicians, or be equally prepared to meet sudden emergencies 
from disease or accident. We may here, perhaps, be permitted respectfully to 
submit, for the consideration of your Excellency, who, amongst the appli- g ato i as . 
cants for place to the important office in question, has been guided m each 
selection simply by a desire to secure the most; unexceptionable and best 
informed, that the salaries of the resident medical superintendents might 
with justice he increased, debarred as they are altogether from practice, and 
rio-idiv confined by duty, within the precincts of them respective asylums, lwo 
hundred per annum, considering their unceasing responsibilities, is a small suppoi t 
for men who have devoted years of labour, and no inconsiderable amount ot 
means, to the acquirement of a profession by which they had hoped to obtain an 
honorable independence. In some asylums, no doubt, there are certain i per- 
quisites attached to the managership, hut they are trifling and undefined , these, 
as in the recent appointment of a medical superintendent m Maryborough, we 
would completely do away with, and substitute a pecuniary allowance as more 
becoming to the'parties, and more satisfactory for the institution itself. 

Had the original proposition of the Chancellor of the Exchequer, with refe- Support of Lana- 
rence to the support of lunatic poor from the consolidated fund, been adopted bcEsuhboWnte 
much difficult!' would be obviated on this head, and a uniform system could gj e Continent 
with tlie utmost facility be established in detail, for the maintenance and man- 
agement of hospitals for the insane, as, under existing circumstances the 
governors, however liberally disposed in the discharge of their trust as guardians 
of the public purse, are naturally cautious of innovations, no matter how ad- 
visable, when a direct and increased expenditure is involved. Vt e believe were ■ 
the government of this country to adopt a system prevalent abroad, and place 
institutions for the cure and treatment of lunatics (whose safeguard is of such 
importance to the general well-being of society), if not entirely, m part, at least, 
on State support, the result would be found satisfactory and economical m the 
end • whilst the sum thus saved to the community from the previous mainte- 
nance of asylums would become available for general medical chanties. As a 
case in pomt. we shall instance the city of Dublin, which averages to the Rich- • 
mond district asylum 113,400 a year, a sum which, if withdrawn from tha ^estab- 
lishment, would admit its equivalent of taxation for the benefit of the common 
hospitals of the metropolis. , , ,, 

Taking into account the depressed condition of the country at large, and the p ayment 0 f 
great expenses incurred, from the necessity of erecting new asylums and of en- officers end Ser- 
brring the old. we trust your Excellency will not consider us too presmnp- vante. 
toils In this expression of our opinion, and in recommending that, at least the 
salaries and support of all the officers and attendants therein, who ale virtually 
appointed bv government, should be liquidated from the consolidated fund, and 
that provision should he made for the superannuation of those who, from ad- 
vanced age or illness, are rendered unfit for public duty, and when long and 
faithful services entitle them to consideration. As we have formerly observed, 
great ^convenience is occasionally felt from the fact of. boards of governors 
Sing induced, through motives of charity, to continue the inefficient attendance 
of the invalid and aged, in consequence of there being no funds for a retiring 

our last report we have relieved both gaols and bridewells as much as Gaols, 
possible of dangerous lunatics ; but from the great pressure of othei mgent and 
more numerous eases, we were unable to meet the wishes of the Inspectors of 
Prisons in this particular as fully as we desired, being aware from pereonal ex- 
perience of the* injury which the residence of the insane entails oil the discip- 
hn^o^these institutions. Whenever vacancies offered, they wen i hberatty 
hestowed to the city and county gaols of the district, as exemplified by fh 
transference from them, through this office, of 565 lunatics on 1789 admissions 
into public asylums.

It will be our first object on the opening of the new hospitals to discharge the 
gaols of all the insane confined in them, under the 3rd and 4th George I\'., and 
other subsequent Acts, which, in the absence of adequate accommodation, and 
under any circumstances for the purpose of affording immediate protection to 
the public, were wise precautionary statutes, although abuses of them are by no 
means unfrequent, from the neglect of committing magistrates. With regard 
to the question of imprisonment superinducing insanity, no direct case has come 
under our cognizance, and on inquiry from Mr. Rynd, the highly-informed 
medical attendant to the Mountjoy convict depdt, where the separate system is 
efficiently carried out, his experience is totally adverse to its producing mental 
disease, if judiciously, regulated. At the same time, in reference to this mooted 
subject, the important fact should not be overlooked, that in some instances the 
commission of crime is connected with a disease of the mind, which, though 
not recognised at the moment, may be afterwards developed by close or solitary 
confinement.

The establishment of a Central Asylum for the reception and custody ot 
lunatics charged with offences in Ireland, was provided by a special Act, 8 and 
9 Vic., cap. 107, and at the same time a parliamentary grant of AG, 000 was 
voted for the objects; immediately after which a site, possessing a cheerful, 
open, and healthy aspect was selected near Dundrum, in the county of Dublin, 
about three miles from the city at its southern side. The purchase of four- 
teen statute acres was effected by the Commissioners of Public Works, at a cost 
of A2,300, and the buildings commenced in 1846, were finally terminated m 
July, ’50, when the establishment with an accommodation for 80 male and 40 
female lunatics, was placed by your Excellency under the control of me. 
Inspectors, who were directed to draw up a code of rules and regulations tor 
its maintenance and management. This code approved of in Council, appears 
in the Appendix. Prior to the admission of any patients, we submitted to your 
Excellency a list of all the criminal lunatics then in confinement, whether m 
gaols or district asylums, the total aggregate of whom amounted to 1 j h' 01 P 
this number we selected, with a detailed history of their offences, 84 indivi- 
duals, who, in limine, seemed peculiarly proper objects to come within the spirit 
of the Act. It would have been impossible from the disparity of the eases that 
could be accommodated, with the total above named, to embrace all the criminal 
lunatics, we, therefore, confined ourselves to lunatics charged with offences 
which, if committed by sane persons would involve a punishment either by 
death, transportation, or an imprisonment of two years. Culprits guilty of 
minor offences, such as petty larcenies, attempted assaults, the use of threaten- 
ing language, and who, generally speaking, for want of bail, were originally 
committed to prison, we did not look upon as suitable cases for transmission to 
the Central Asylum ; at the same time we made exceptions of certain parties, 
though barely coming within the term criminal, in consequence of their dan- 
gerous and uncontrollable propensities ; such individuals being, with your 
Excellency’s sanction, and by warrant duly transferred to Dundrum. As might 
have been expected on a revision of the criminal lunatics, there were some 
charged with serious offences, who, under treatment, had perfectly recovered. 
These cases we submitted to your Excellency’s benevolent consideration, and 
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•it our recommendation you were pleased, under certain restrictions, to restore 
the parties to liberty : the first was one of infanticide, perpetrated about fifteen 
y ears before by a married woman, whilst labouring under puerperal mania, on 
her own child. She had been similarly affected on two previous occasions, 
but fortunately without any bad results ; for the last twelve years of her resi- 
dence in the Belfast Asylum, she was perfectly sane, conducting herself in an 
exemplary manner. As the cause of her malady was clearly physical, and her 
then period of life protected her against its recurrence, your Excellency 
afforded this female an immediate pardon, and directed she should be placed 
under the protection of her family. The next instance was that of a man, who 
killed his companion in a paroxysm of maniacal excitement in the year 1831 ; 
he was tided and acquitted on the plea of insanity, and soon after removed to 
the Carlow Asylum. Subsequent to his recovery, which took place in the course 
of a year, he employed himself as steward on the grounds, and in aiding the 
attendants in their various charges ; on the erection of the Dundrum Asylum, 
he memorialed to be allowed to remain in Carlow, “ where all his associations 
were centered,” or to emigrate. As the former request could not be legally 
acceded to, vour Excellency being satisfied as to the character of the man, 
and the securities entered into that he would not return to this country, gave 
him permission to leave. He sailed from Liverpool for New York, about a 
fortnight after was ship-wrecked on the North-west coast of Ireland, lost 
whatever property he possessed, and, narrowly escaping with his life, came up 
to Dublin and placed himself under the control of the Inspectors, and is now 
awaiting further arrangements. There were two other cases of homicide, the 
lunatics being for a series of years perfectly restored to reason, useful, and well- 
behaved, whom your Excellency has liberated ; the individuals, one binding 
himself under heaw recognizance, to dwell no longer in the locality where the 
offence was committed: and the other to leave the kingdom altogether, and 
t-migrate with his family. . . 

In the prudent benevolence of your Excellency’s decision, we most respect- 
fully and cordially concur. We do so the more from the strong feelings we enter- 
tain with regard to the plea of lunacy on capital indictments ; for, on the one 
hand, as nothing appears to us so utterly injurious to the cause of justice and 
humanity as an excuse for crime under the garb of insanity, when insanity is 
not distinctlv proved to exist : so, on the other, we think that mere) ma) make 
some allowance for the act of the unhappy maniac, however lamentable it may 
have been, and dissever it when he is peimanently restored to reason from its 
expiation by a perpetual confinement, provided such, can be done with safety to 
the community at large, and without offending the reasonable prejudices of 
the public. , , 

Whilst immediately on this subject, we may be further permitted to observe, 
as the result of a minute examination into the many real or simulated cases of 
criminal insanity that have come under our notice, that ultimately no greater 
damage can be engendered to the very object it would desire to serve, than an 
overstretched morbid disposition to render lunacy the protector, as it were, of 
crime, and thereby to acquit prisoners in the dock without a rigid inquiry, and 
tlio clearest evidence of the correctness of the plea ; if there are extenuating 
circumstances connected with the psychological condition of the accused, they 
are legitimate subjects to be considered in meting out the after punishment, 
but certainly not in the first instance for an unqualified acquittal. 

Since our last Report to your Excellency, several cases of feigned insanity to 
defeat the ends of justice, have come under our official cognizance; as illustra- 
tive more or less of the point just referred to, we shall adduce a few exam- 
ple, • — The first is that in which a young woman murdered her husband, and 
why from the time of her committal to that of her arraignment, a period of 
about three months, simulated insanity, with occasional lucid intervals, but of 
ven- short duration— she was tried, convicted, and executed. The determina- 
tion and fixity of purpose displayed by her was extraordinary ; she seemed proof 
against experiment; and though secretly watched for weeks, never, even in 
private, deviated from a line of deception ; she frequently lay on the floor from 
night to morning, without the slightest change of attitude. Her demeanour 
and language all' through the most incoherent ; still there was about her an 
incongruity of svraptoms which impressed Doctor Jacob, physician to the gaol, 
as well as tlie Inspectors at their several visitations, that she was feigning. 
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Subsequent to condemnation she became quite resigned to her fate, and 
acknowledged the crime of which she had been accused, as well as her attempts 
at deception. The chief difficulty which presented itself in the investigation of the 
case, arose from the circumstance that a near relative of the unfortunate woman 
died in a lunatic asylum. With the history of the next case your Excellency is 
Commutations of fully acquainted, having taken a deep interest therein ; not alone examining 
sentences in cases numerous documents and reports in reference to it, but also from the viva voce tes- 
where a variance timonv you too ]- the trouble to collect. We believe that the moral influence of the 
existed. enC0 law was fully vindicated in this instance ; the individual not escaping capital pun- 
ishment on the simple plea of insanity, but subsequent to sentence from eircum- 
Clonmel. stances which your Excellency considered a sufficient warrant to commute the ex- 

treme penalty to transportation for life. We refer to the case of William Quinlan, 
whose abandonment of self-control and recklessness of conduct led to his discharge 
from the regiment he served in abroad, and to his transference for a few months, 
to tire Military A.sylum at Fortpitt, on leaving which he returned to his native 
county, Tipperary, where, for years, his sanity was never questioned. Notori- 
ously a profligate and vicious character, he, with two accomplices, was bribed 
to the preconcerted murder of four bailiffs — a plea of lunacy was attempted. 
In the dock he assumed a mixed air of levity and folly, and after condemnation 
of such maniacal excitement, that the clergy of his persuasion refused to attend 
him. A memorial was consequently forwarded on his behalf, and officers under 
whom he had served, expressed personally, and by letter to your Excellency, 
their belief that the convict was not of sound mind. On mature consideration 
of the antecedents of this man’s history, your Excellency commuted his sen- 
tence to transportation. During his sojourn in the gaol of Clonmel, and up to 
the period when he was informed his life would be spared, his demeanour was 
that of a violent lunatic; subsequently he became amenable and tranquil. 

If, on the one hand the severest penalty of the law could not consistently be 
inflicted on this convict, on the other, it is equally evident he was not a tit 
subject for a lunatic asylum, for had he not committed the serious crime which 
brought him to trial, he might to the present moment be leading his usual life 
of reckless dissipation, as no authority could interfere with his civil liberty on 
the score of insanity, and in our opinion the moral result would be alike unfa- 
vorable were he in the first instance acquitted on the plea of lunacy, or, sub- 
sequent to conviction, made the inmate of an asylum; in any locality he must 
prove a difficult subject to control. The third and last case which we shall 
recal to your Excellency’s memory, is that of John Grady, under sentence of 
limerick. transportation, and confined for the last year at Spike Island depdt ; this man, 

formerly a respectable landholder in the County of Limerick, murdered his wife 
and servant in February ’47. Subsequent to his committal to prison, which took 
place shortly afterwards, he appeared quite insane, and attempted suicide. 
When called on to plead at the ensuing spring assizes, as two medical 
gentlemen expressed their belief that he was of unsound mind, the order usual 
oh such occasions was made by the bench, and in due course he was transferred to 
the district asylum, where we frequently visited him, always, however, under the 
impression that his madness was simulated. By degrees he came to himself, and 
on testing his recovery, if such it might be termed, by a residence of over six- 
teen months in the institution, we submitted the case to Sir Thomas Reding- 
ton, by whose directions he was recommitted, in December, 1849, to gaol, and 
arraigned at the next assizes. After an imposing trial, which lasted over fourteen 
hours, and at which, though the medical testimony varied materially in regard to 
the mental condition of the prisoner, not a doubt existed as to his perpetration 
of the crime under the most appalling circumstances ; he was found guilty 
and left for execution ; a sentence which your Excellency commuted, the ends 
of justice having been fully attained by the conviction of this unhappy man. 
We may add, that the issue of the prosecution upholding the integrity of the 
law, was a source of general satisfaction.

Homicides in the amounted to 84, of whom 43 were homicides. We regret to state that at the 
PundrumAsylum. ] as t assizes three additional cases charged with murder were admitted ; one of 
the parties is demented, the other two, though at present sane are not the less 
legitimate subjects for the institution ; the offences of which they were accused 
being committed during the maniacal excitement which so often supervenes 
on epilepsy, and to which it appeared on evidence they were subject, though at 
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distant intervals. As no species of insanity is more dangerous than that com- 
bined with the above disease, it at all times requires the most cautious super- 
vision ; and when a disposition to violence exists, even in the absence of a 
serious criminal offence, on no account would we countenance the neglect of a 
proper control, by allowing such persons at large. The difference between the 
number of homicides, and the aggregate, 91, at present confined in the institu- 
tion, is composed of individuals charged with arson, aggravated assaults, and, 
as before observed, with minor offences, but who evince mischievous or malig- 
nant tendencies. , . , . . , 

Amongst the manv interesting cases m the Asylum, there is one alone to s 
which we shall refer ; unparalleled, as it is, in the annals of criminal lunacy, Case of Captains, 
not alone from the extent and frightful character of the act itself, but, perhaps, 
still more horn the infatuated credulity of the victims. It is that of Captain 
S who. on his return from the West Indies, murdered seven of his crew at sea. 

It appeared in evidence, that on leaving Barbadoes he laboured under great men- 
tal depression, and a day or two afterwards accused his mate of exciting the 
sailors to mutiny. , „ . _ x , . , . . 

During the voyage he scarcely ever took rest, and for the last two nights lay 
on a sofa! with a" brace of loaded pistols and cutlass by his side, apprehensive of 
bein« attacked. When in sight of the Cork coast, he threatened, on arriving 
in port, to prosecute the whole crew. The mate remonstrated, when Captain S. 
replied, “ Show your obedience by allowing me to bind you down on deck. The 
man consented ;'he then called on the second mate, pointed out what had been 
done, and desired him to follow the example — he did so ; in fact, seven of eight 
individuals permitted themselves to be fastened to the deck with ropes; when 
thus incapable of defence, he deliberately murdered them in various ways; the 
ei'dith escaped into the hold, and was wounded there hv a pistol shot. At the 
moment a pilot boat ran alongside; Captain S. jumped overboard, was saved, 
and brought into Cork harbour with his vessel. He is now a religious mono- 
maniac. generally very tranquil and rational, subject however, at intervals, to 
maniacal paroxysms, the forerunner to which is an access of piety, with a recur- 
rence to the phraseology of his former profession He is still impressed with the 
belief that the crew meditated mutiny and his death. 

Your Excellencv will have perceived that in October we left a large margin 
to obviate future contingencies, of which the fact of eight fresh admissions in the 
interval is, we trust, sufficient justification. Had the establishment been filled at Admissioil] 
first from the lunatics then in confinement, the object of the Act would be occupation, and 
prospeetivelv marred ; as it is, it will require care and judgment to insure general condition 
accommodation when urgently required, and to guard against an overcrowded of the Patients, 
state of the house from chronic cases. The systematic kindness evinced 
towards the patients, and the encouragement afforded to useful occupation, 
both within and out of doors, have exercised a most beneficial influence on the 
demeanour and industry of the Dundram lunatics. The greatest apprehensions 
were excited in the neighbourhood of the asylum— a populous and highly respect- 
able district— bv the residence in it of all that fancy could combine m maniacs 
and murderers numerous were the applications for safeguard and protection to 
the Commissioners of Public Works, as well as to our office. We are happy, 
however, to state, that these apprehensions are rapidly on the decline; and 
take them as a body both male and female, our criminal lunatics are well con- 
ducted and tranquil as any other class in the community. The great majority of the 
men aiv employed on the farm, which, surrounded by a wall not more on an average 
than six feet in* height, with a partial slope at the inner side, has a park-like appear- 
ance "whilst those who had previous trades are occupied in the Workshop ; the 
females, for the most part, are engaged in the laundry, at needle-work, or 
knitting. The sanitary condition of the establishment, has, as yet, been satis- 
faeton-fibr. with the exception of a convict who was sent from a southern gaol 
in a sinking stun?, there has been no other death. No mechanical coercion 
is used, tire nearest approach to it being front strops for fixing epileptics 
steadily in their .-hairs ; the attendants, who, generally speaking, were selected 
for their good conduct elsewhere, being held answerable for the comfort and 
safety of the patients — and, to the present, we have reason to be satisfied with 
them as a body. A small annual increase of wages being dependent on their 
efficiency and good conduct, they have an additional inducement to be atten- 
tive to their respective duties.

The construction of the buildings themselves is characteristic of a private 
house, even more than of an ordinary asylum; the windows of ample size, 
and reaching along the corridors, dormitories, and day rooms, within a couple 
of feet of the floor, are totally devoid of bars or grating ; and as the interior 
arrangements, generally speaking, are on the most improved system for similar 
institutions, the Commissioners have earned out at Dundrum, the desirable 
object of divesting the whole concern, as much as possible, of a prison-like 
appearance ; and we are happy to record, that since its opening in October, 
up to the present date, although the patients enjoy full liberty within the pre- 
mises, not the slightest personal accident has occurred — or any injury to property 
beyond the loss of a few pains of glass, a result strongly indicative that insa- 
nity, even in its most alarming aspect before the public, requires nothing 
beside an unceasing vigilance and kindness on the part of attendants for its 
effectual control. Although, with these facts, your Excellency, from inspec- 
tion, is fully acquainted, we have taken the liberty to refer to them in this our 
Report for presentation to Parliament, as we regard the Dundrum Central 
Asylum, for the reception of criminal lunatics, so far as our experience per- 
mits us to judge, a successful experiment. 

The dietary is plentiful, and of the best quality; three meals are daily given, 
and meat six times a week, at a present average per head per annum of little 
more than £7 — an amount which will soon be perceptibly diminished by the 
produce of the farm in potatoes and vegetables, articles which it is now necessary 
to purchase. The expenditure for the maintenance of the whole establishment, 
and of which the items are monthly transmitted from our office to the Com- 
missioners for Auditing Public Accounts, will, we trust, be found economical, 
particularly if the charge of keeping up a regular staff be taken into considera- 
tion as affecting the individual cost of each lunatic, for, with the same 
officers, fully a third more patients could be attended to with necessarily a pro- 
portional decrease of expense. 

The absolute outlay of the first year, generally speaking, in new' undertakings, 
is greater than subsequently occurs, and this, no doubt, will be the case on the 
present occasion, in consequence of various expenses incidental to the opening 
of the institution, such as the conveyance of lunatics from remote gaols and 
district asylums, the preparation of land for gardening, and other operations, as 
well as the purchase of implements for the farm, and articles for interior use. 
Without, however, entering into detail as regards the future, we calculate that 
£17 will cover the annual cost of each patient, including every item and contin- 
gency; in other words, assuming 120 as the number of insane (and were they 
more it would be proportionably cheaper), about .£2,000, at existing prices, will 
meet the yearly expenditure of the Dundrum Asylum. 

We beg, in concluding this portion of our Report, to express our gratification 
at the appointment by your Excellency of Professor Harrison, a gentleman of 
the highest professional and literary acquirements, to the important office of 
Visiting Physician ; and also, to bear testimony to the zeal, industry, and bene- 
volence of the governor and resident physician, Dr. Corbet, as well to the atten- 
tion of the matron, and other officers connected with the institution. 



As, in accordance with the 5th and 6th Vic., c. 123, we annually report to your 
Excellency and the Lord Chancellor on the state of the private Lunatic Asylums 
in this country, referring at the time to such cases and occurrences as might be 
deemed worthy of special observation, it is, therefore, but necessary on the 
present occasion to give the general results of our supervision. Independent of 
the duty imposed on us by the Legislature, we feel more than an ordinary 
degree of interest in the well-being of these establishments, the more particularly 
as, previous to the passing of the above Act, there was no proper system of 
inquiry or that inspection which is so advisable to be maintained in all Asylums 
appropriated to the reception and treatment of lunatics belonging to the better 
classes of society. We have consequently directed a particular attention to this 
branch of our department, with the hope of rendering it as perfect as possible, 
and we are happy at being enabled to state that our efforts for the improvement 
of private licensed houses have, up to the present time, been attended with con- 
siderable success. 

In our last Report we made mention of structural alterations intended to 
afford lightsome and airy apartments, as well as of various domestic arrangements

General statistics 



by the friends of patients, answers have been for the most part satisfactory; in 
this particular we have observed a decided improvement during the past year. 

Facilities of attendance at religious worship are afforded to the patients, who in 
some instances regularly visit on Sundays and other days of devotion their 
respective churches. Generally speaking, however, clergymen attend tu officiate 
in the Asylums. 

The fourteen houses licensed for the reception of lunatics in Ireland, and con- 
taining an aggregate of four hundred and lurty-MX inmates, are situated in the 
counties of Dublin, Armagh, the Queen's, Waterford, and Cork, and with three 
exceptions belong to Medical Proprietors. 

The following table presents a summary of the principal statistics connected 
with these establishments since the date of our last public- report : —

DIETARY— DUNDRUM ASYLUM. 

BREAKFAST FOR PATIEXT5. 

6 Days in the Week— 6 oz. best oatmeal, 1 oz. best rice, made into stirabout; 1 pint of new milk. 

1 Day in the Week (Sunday) — ^ lb. of bread (white) ; 1 pint of new milk. 

DIXXEB DO. 

3 Days in the Week (Monday, Wednesday, Saturday)— S oz. prime meat, beef or mutton ; £ lb. 
of household bread, with vegetables ; or 2 lb. of potatoes. 

3 Davs in the Week (Sunday, Tuesday, Thursday)— Soup or stew made in the following pro- 
portions . For even- 100 individuals, 20 lb. of meat as before ; 3 ox heads, weighing about 20 lb. 
each ; salt, pepper in due quantity, onions and other vegetables. If soup, J lb. of household bread ; 
if stew. 2 lb. of potatoes to each person. 100 oz. of liee or meal to the soup or stew. The soup 
afforded to each individual will be about a quart, with the meat in it 

1 Day (Friday)— 10 oz. of bread, or 3 lb. of potatoes, with a quart of vegetable soup or a pmt 
of new milk. 



supper no. 

Every day two-thirds of a pint of milk, $ lb. of bread; or in place of milk, in winter, cocoa 
made of two-thirds of an ounce of cocoa, ^ oz. of sugar, one-sixth of a pint of milk to a pint of 
liquid. 

Servants axd Attexdaxts. — Dinner same as patients. Weekly, for Breakfast and Supper, 21 oz. 
of tea. 12 oz. sugar, 9 lb. of bread, 8 oz. of butter, 4 pints of milk. 

The general dietary may be changed by the Physicians in individual cases.

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APPENDIX No. 9. 

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOE THE CENTRAL LUNATIC 
ASYLU1I AT BUXDRUJI, 

ESTABLISHED BY HIS EXCELLENCY THE LORD LIEUTENANT IN COUNCIL. 



1. For tlie better management and control of the Central Asylum at Dun- 
drum, for the reception of insane persons charged with offences in Ireland, 
the inspectors of Lunatic Asylums shall visit that establishment together, or 
separately, once in each month, or oftener if they shall think proper. 

2. On each monthly visitation the Inspectors or Inspector shall specially 
examine into the health, appearance, and conduct of the patients then con- 
fined in the asylum, and note in a book, to be called " The Inspectors' Report 
Book," such observations as may be deemed useful for the information of 
Government ; and they shall on such visits make all the inquiries directed by 
the statute 8 and 9 Victoria, cap. 107. 

8. The Inspectors shall investigate all complaints, and be empowered to 
suspend all officers or servants, on the charges being proved, and shall forth- 
with report thereupon for the information of the Lord Lieutenant. 

4. The Inspectors are to report half-yearly to the Chief or Under Secretary, 
tne general state, of the institu tion., the number of inmates, &c., &e^ with par- 
ticular reference to such cases asthey may deem it advisable to notice ; and on 
the recovery of even - lunatic, they are to submit to the Chief or Under Secre- 
tary the name of the individual so recovered ; the offence with which charged, 
if untried, or of which acquitted on the plea of insanity , together with the 
general character and conduct of such individual, for the information of the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

5. The Inspectors shall jointly or separately examine on each monthly 
visitation the accounts of the asylum, checking and comparing the various 
vouchers and receipts given and received by the Governor during the pre- 
ceding month, which documents are to he duly signed by both or either 
of them. 

6. All requisitions for the advance of money from the Treasury for the sup- 
port of the asylum, by way of estimate, as well as for the payment of the sums 
already expended, shall he investigated by the Inspectors, and by them trans- 
mitted to the Chief or Under Secretary. 

7. The Inspectors shall advertise for, receive, and select all tenders for con- 
tracts for the Central Asylum at Dun drum, at their office in the Castle. 

VISITING PHYSICIAN. 

8. The Visiting Physician, to the D undram Central Asylum, is to attend 
three times a week, or oftener, if required, entering on each occasion the date 
and period of his visit. Whilst going through the house he is to be accompa- 
nied by the Resident Physician, with whom he shall consult as to the medical 
and moral treatment of the patients, and order such regimen, &c., &c., as he 
shall think fit. 

9. In conjunction with the Resident Physician, he shall keep, at the asylum, 
a registry or history of the symptoms and treatment of the patients ; and, on 
the reception of any lunatic, sign the official return which is to be forwarded to 
the office of the Inspectors. 

10. He is, when requiring absence for more than a week, to notify his inten- 
tion to the Inspectors, that suitable provision may be made in case of 
need. 

11. In all cases of the death of a patient, he is to examine, as far as pos- 
sible, into the physical causes connected with the insanity of the deceased, and 
make an entry in the registry of the asylum, of the post mortem, appearances, 
with any observations he may deem useful thereon, for the advance of science, 
and the utility of such lectures as he may be called on to deliver, pursuant to 
the statute. 



GOVERNOR AND RESIDENT PHYSICIAN. 

IS. The Governor and Resident Physician shall, under the control of the 
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Inspectors, regulate the entire establishment, and shall devote his best exer- 
tions to its successful management ; at no period absenting himself for more 
than two consecutive days -without previous notification to the Inspectors, so as 
to enable them to make arrangements during his absence. 

13. He shall be most particular in the regularity with which the various 
books of the asylum are kept, and be responsible for all monies placed to his 
credit, as well as for the accuracy of his disbursement and receipts. 

14. He shall have his books always ready for inspection, and the monthly 
accounts duly prepared for examination at the audit office. He shall submit 
all vouchers, as well as a list of any furniture or other articles that may be 
required, to the Inspectors, and through them convey every communication 
connected with the establishment to the Chief or Under Secretary. 

15. He is to see that the strictest order be observed in every department; 
that all the attendants and servants conduct themselves with propriety, and that 
the utmost cleanliness and decorum be regarded by them in their dress and 
habits of life. 

16. He is to attend the Visiting Physician through the wards, and conduct in 
unison with him the- mental and physical treatment of the patients, and assist 
with him -in keeping the medical journal, or “Case Book.” 

17 . In the absence of the Visiting Physician he shall act as the general 
director of the whole medical department of the institution, and be responsible 
for its due a dmini stration. 

18. He shall inspect the corridors and apartments every forenoon and even- 
ing, and give such directions, as he may think fit, to the attendants, with reference 
to the treatment of the lunatics, and direct the attention of the Matron ' to anv 
irregularity or misconduct that may occur wit hin her department. 

19. He shall exercise a general supervision over the various articles con- 
tracted for as to quality and quantity, and if deficient on either point, forbid 
their delivery, and procure a supply elsewhere at the contractor’s expense. 

20. He is at all times, and in all places, to encourage habits of industry 
amongst the lunatics, and have them engaged as much as possible in out-door 
work, but under the most cautious observation. 

THE MATROX. 

31. The Matron shall exercise immediate superintendence, but in position 
subordinate to the Governor, over the female department of the Dundrum 
Asylum. 

32. She is to take particular care that cleanliness and good ventilation are 
attended to. 

23. She is to look after the inner-clothing, bedding, linen, Ac., of the patients 
and attendants, that they be kept in good repair, and shall take care that with- 
out the slightest waste there is a regular supply of sheeting, stockings, shirts, 
Ac.. Ac. ; and she is to be particular as to the order in which the kitchen, laun- 
dry. pantry, and dairy are kept. 

24. She shall accompany the Physician when visiting the female side of the 
asylum, both morning and evening, and report to him any irregularity or cause 
of complaint she may notice. 

24. She is to reside constantly in the asylum, and to employ the female 
patients as advantageously as possible to themselves and to the establish- 
ment. 

CLERK AX I) STOREKEEPER. 

26. The Clerk and Storekeeper is to attend regularly at a quarter to eight 
o'clock in the morning, and remain in the asylum till four, p.m. (time of meals 
excepted). 

27. He shall have charge of the stores of the establishment, be accountable 
for the quantity and quality received by him, and keep an accurate return of 
the amount issued. 

28. He is to sign the pass-book kept by the various contractors for milk, 
bread, meat, Ac., Ac., on the delivery of the articles, and to sign the receipts for 
every other article employed for consumption by the patients and servants, or 
for the general use of the house. 

29. He is to make an entry of the different materials issued by him for the 
purpose of manufacture, and keep an exact inventory of the furniture. 

30. In the daily delivery of food to the Cook or his assistants, he shall be

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particular that the quantity be proportionate to the demand in the different 
divisions as specified in the Dietary Book. 

31. As Clerk he shall attend daily in the Governor’s office, to assist m draw- 
ing out official documents, writing letters, &c., &c., and to keep all accounts, 
fiscal or other, connected with the Dundrum Asylum. 

THE CHAPLAINS. 

32. The Chaplains are to attend at the Dundrum Asylum on Sundays and 
Holidays, to officiate according to their respective creeds : they are moreover 
to visit the institution once in the week, at least, to ad mini ster religious 
instructions to those susceptible of its influence. They shall, in case of illness, 
attend at any time when noticed to do so. 

THE APOTHECARY. 

33. The Apothecary is to visit the asylum regularly three times in the week, and 
as often as his services may be required by the Governor. 

34. He is to make up all prescriptions with the greatest accuracy, and copy 
them into a book, to be called the “ Prescription Book,” to be kept in the 
asylum ; he is to be answerable for the due administration of the medicines 
ordered. 

THE COOK. 

35 . The Cook shall take care that in the morning at half-after seven o’clock, the 
kitchen be in regular order, the fires lighted, and every thing prepared for her 
business; she shall receive from the store-keeper the different articles to be 
prepared’ as food for the patients and attendants, and be particular as to the 
quantity required ; she shall be responsible that the meals are properly and 
fully dressed at the particular period specified for delivery. 

36. She shall keep all the utensils employed by her with the greatest clean- 
liness, and never omit before retiring to rest to have the boilers well scoured, 
and the kitchen and scullery thoroughly ventilated and purified. 

THE LAUNDRESS. 

37. The Laundress shall take charge of the patients employed by her, and 
when their business is over shall see that they return to the safe keeping of the 
attendants in their respective divisions. 

38. She shall keep a hook, to he called the !! Laundry Book,” in which are 
to he entered under separate heads the various articles— soap, blue, starch, 
&c., &e., received by her from the Store-keeper; and also a hook containing 
an exact list of the 'foul clothes to be washed and returned by her weekly 
to the Matron. 

SERVANTS AND ATTENDANTS. 

39. Both male and female are responsible to the Governor for their good 
conduct, for habits of cleanliness, order, and subordination, as well as for the 
most unvarying humanity towards the lunatics placed under their charge. 

40. They shall never absent themselves from their divisions so as to leave 
the patients unguarded, or attempt coercion, restraint, or confinement without 
the Physician’s sanction. 

41. In the morning they are to see that the patients are properly cleaned 
and washed — at night that due regard he paid to their comfort., and that they 
retire decently to rest. 

42. They are to be present when the patients are at meals, and repeat grace 
before each repast; they shall pay particular attention to the clothing and 
becoming appearance of the patients, and contribute all in their power, both in 
and out of doors, to their amusement and occupation. 

43. They shall be answerable for the safe keeping of the lunatics under their 
respective care, and in the event of escape, shall be either at the expense of the 
re-capture, or be discharged, should negligence appear to have been the cause. 

44. They are to report daily to the Governor the conditions of their wards and 
corridors, and keep a diaiy in reference to the patients, towards whom they 
are expected to conduct themselves in the most humane and considerate man- 
ner, so as to engage their confidence and affection. 

45. No servant or attendant will be permitted egress from the institution, 
and no admission to their friends without the Governor’s sanction; and on no 
account will children be allowed to reside in the asylum. 
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THE PORTER. 

46. The Porter is to have charge of the hall and adjoining public apart- 
ments ; he is to see that they are kept with neatness and order. 

47. He is to record in the “Porter’s Book” the names of strangers, the 
visiting friends to the patients, as well as the attendance of the different officers 
of the asylum. 

48. When called on he shall assist in taking charge of the male lunatics, and 
render himself generally useful. 

49. In the morning, during the summer months, he is at half-past five 
o’clock to ring the bell to call up the servants and attendants ; during the win- 
ter at a quarter to seven. 

50. At night he is to see that all the doors are locked, and the different 
yards duly protected, in summer at nine o’clock, p.m. ; and in winter, at eight, 
p.m. He shall deposit all the keys entrusted to him with the Governor. 

GARDENER AND LAND STEWARD. 

51. The Gardener and Land Steward is to report himself present to the 
Porter during the summer months at seven o’clock in the morning, and to 
remain till sis, p.m. In the winter months, that is, from the 1st October to 
the 1st March, at eight o’clock, a.m., and to remain till four, p.m. 

52. He shall take charge of all the implements used on the farm, and be 
accountable for them. He is to superintend the lunatics when employed on 
the grounds, and to assist the attendants generally in the care and observation 
of them. 

53. He shall make no purchase whatever of seeds, shrubs, &c., &e., without 
a written direction from the Governor ; neither shall he employ labourers with- 
out an order to do so. 

54. He is to have a farm and garden book of the expenditure and produce in 
his department, and accurately enter in it the amount of vegetables delivered 
by him from time to time for the use of the asylum. 

55. He shall be responsible for the neatness, order, and cultivation of the 
grounds, and the good condition of the farm. 

GENERAL REGULATIONS AS TO THE PATIENTS. 

56. Patients on admission shall be washed, cleansed, &c., &c., and when 
examined as to bodily health by the physician, are to be placed in the division 
most suitable to the general symptoms of then mental affection; and if not 
already decently attired, are to be clad in the costume of the institution. 

57. The hours for rising and retiring to bed shall be, in summer and winter 
respectively : in the former, half-past six o’clock, a.m., and half-past eight, p.m. ; 
in the latter, half-past seven, a.m., and eight, p.m. The general hours for meals 
shall be : breakfast, half-past eight, a.m. , dinner, half-past one, p.m. ; supper, 
half-past six, p.m. 

58. The friends of the patients may be admitted on Tuesdays, from ten 
o'clock, a.m., to twelve o’clock; on Thursdays, from three to five, p.m., under 
the control of the Governor ; but no stranger shall be allowed to visit without 
an order from the Chief or Under Secretary, or from the Inspectors. 

59. Patients night and morning to join, so far as practicable, in common 
prayer : and on Sundays and holidays of obligation to attend the religious wor- 
ship of their respective creeds. 

GO. On no account whatever, without an express order in writing from the 
Chief or Under Secretary, will criminal lunatics be permitted to leave the pre- 
cincts of the asylum. 

61. As lunatics, charged with minor offences, may be transferred from Dis- 
trict Asylums to the Central, they shall, at the discretion of his Excellency, and 
on the report of the Inspectors, be subject to be sent back to the institutions 
from whence they came. 

62. Any servant or attendant who is guilty of harshness towards a lunatic in 
the Dundrum Asylum, either in language, by upbraiding the unfortunate indi- 
vidual with the offence committed, or by anact of violence, shall be liable to 
immediate dismissal, and the loss of all wages due at the time.
